SUBJECT'-—Import Policy for Books (S. Nos. 169-170/TV’)—October, 1959— March, 
1960. 

No. 96-ITC(PN)/59. —Attention of the importers Is invited to the Import policy 
for Books as detailed against S. Nos. 169-170/IV, in Section II of the Red Book for 
April—September, 1959, period. The policy to be adopted for this item during 
October, 1959—March, 1960 is indicated below: — 

(i) Licences will be granted to Established Importers on a quota of 100 per 
cent. Genl. and 100 per cent. Soft on a ^repeat’ basis. It will not be 
necessary for Established Importers to make fresh applications to 
licensing authorities for'quota licences for the current naif year. It 
will be enough if the basic quota licences issued for import of books 
in respect of the half year April—September, 1959, are sent along 
with a forwarding letter, the Quota Certificate, and the necessary 
treasury chalan to the licensing authorities which issued these licen¬ 
ces. Quota licences granted for the current half year will, however, 
be issued subject to the condition that not more than 40 per cent, of 
their face value could be utilised for import of fiction and permissible 
non-technical journals and magazines. 'Within the balance 60 per 
cent, of the face value of licences, it will be permissible to import 
inter alia childrens’ books but import of horror Comics will not be 
allowed. 

(ii) Applications from E.stablished Importers for supplementary licences will 
also be considered ad-hoc on evidence being furnished to the licens¬ 
ing authorities that the basic quota licences granted to them for Octo¬ 
ber, 1959—March, 1960, period have already been utilised at least 
upto 60 per cent, of their face value. Applications for supplementary 
licences should be accompanied with the following supporting docu¬ 
ments:— 

(a) Bank’s certifleale supported by relative invoices confirming value of 

bills paid against licence No. dated . (issued 

for October, 1959—March, 1960 period). 
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(b) Bank’s certificate confirming value of 

ment against licence No.. 

October, 1969—March, 1960 period). 

(c) Original signed invoices from suppliers for goods received and/or 

goods 01 } the way, but value of which is excluded from items (a) 
and (b) above. 

(iii) Supplementary licences will be granted to Established Importers fairly 

hberally but these will be valid only for Import of ‘Standard techni¬ 
cal books or books of reference concerning law and legal practice, or 
for use in connection with medical practice, scientific research or in¬ 
dustrial processes’, as detailed in the Annexure to this Public Notice. 
'The Established Importers while making applications for supplemen¬ 
tary licences should furnish details of the Books desired to be import¬ 
ed by them under different group headings mentioned in the Annexure 
to this Public Notice and the number and value against each. Tltlea 
of books may not be furnished if found impracticable. ’The list fur¬ 
nished by the applicants will be scrutinised and attached to the sup¬ 
plementary licences. 

(iv) The basic quota licences and/or supplementary licences will not be valid 

for such magazines and journals etc., the import of which may be 
specifically disallowed on the licences by the licensing authorities, 

(v) The last date for receipt of applications for supplementary licences will 

be 16th February, 1960. 

(vi) Applications from Actual Users like libraries, technical and educational 

institutions etc., will continue to be licensed on an ad-hoc basis and 
these may also furnish details in regard to books intended to be 
imported by them in accordance with the Annexure to this Public 
Notice. 

(vii) The other provisions mentioned against S. Nos. 169-170/IV in Section II 

of the Red Book for April—September, 1959 period will also continue 
to be followed during tne current half year. The provision for allow¬ 
ing imports on consignment basis has been withdrawn as a result of 
the provisions now made In paragraphs (il) and (iii) above. 

(viii) Any ‘repeat’ licences that may have already been issued to Established 
Importers for the current halt year may be returned to the Licensing 
authorities for necessary amendments, so as to conform to the condi¬ 
tions now prescribed.
